I found again the vicious and ſcandalous 
Lives of ſome of her chief Prelates, their Pride, Co- 
wvetouſneſs, and Luxxury, laid home ; as likewiſe the 
ill Examples of other Eccleſiaſtical Dignitaries, as of 
Cardinals, Biſhops, and Prieſts ; their Ipnorance,” Simo- 
wy, Oppreſſion, Cruelties, Exceſſes, &c. Then the looſe 
and extrevegent Opinions of many of her Dottors. 
Laſtly, many Superſtitions and Abules found amongſt 
-the People, their being impos'd on by ſome with idle 
Inventions, the noiſe of Relics and Miracles, and be- 
ing Prieſt-ridden a thouſand other ways. Theſe I ſay, 
I found, with others of the ſame blackneſs urg'd a-

reaſon why we are thrown out by ſo many, from the 
number of Chriſtians,and degraded by others amongſt 
Turks and Infidels, by others condemn'd: for Idola- 
ters, by others reputed as Bloody and Barbarous, by 
others as Ideots and Mad, by others as Blind and Su- 
perſtitious, by others as Ignorant as Aſſes, Horſes, 
and Mules, &c. is becauſe, they know not what we are, 
what we Teach, nor what we Believe; becauſe they take 
the Offences of ſome of our Members, for the Religion 
of al; the Opinions of ſome cos for the Do&ivin 
of the Church ; the Yices of Men, for the Rules of the 
Society ; Abuſes for Direttions, and Superſtitions for 
Duties, What therefore can we more commendably 
do, for the Good of Chriſtianity, than to diſabuſe our 
Brethren, remove the occaſion of our ſo many years 
Diſturbances , and ſettle a right Underſtanding be- 
tween all thoſe who believe, there's no Salvation, 
where there's »o Charity.

pretation, be made appear, in ſeeming /nference plauſibly 
drawn from it, as Unchriſtian as the Text of the Alcorar, 
All this, 1 am ſenſible, may withour difficulty be found. But 
this do's not reach the Point; ſince, if this werea juſt Method 
of ſetting forth any Body of Chriſtians, 'tis certain, there 
is not at preſent, nor ever was, any Society embodied under 
that Name, whole Writings are in every Particular ſo Exat, 
and cautiouſly Penn'd, but that by the Artifice of Enviows Cri- 
rics, they might be eaſily defam'd as Prophane, and Impious. 
I don't queſtion, bur if thoſe very Heads and Hands, that have 
been ſa induſtrious, for theſe Hundred and fifty years, in fift- 
ing and raking the Books of Catholics, had apply'd them- 
ſelves, with the Encouragement of a like Malice and Intereſt, 
to the Writings of the Holy Fathers, nay of the very Apoſcles 
themſelves, they had as certainly before this time have made 
them as Black, as the Papiſts; and convinc'd their Followers,

When once Men come to Rgiſe wp 
themſelves, by down their Neighbor, and work their 
Ends by Finding fault, Cenſuring, Condemning, Expoſing, Ridicu- 
ling,and Railing at others, 'tis caſie to conceive, how Ingeniovs 
Nature wilt be in ſoch an Undertaking, eſpecially roo, 

when a pretended Duty ſtrikes in with this Yiciows Inclination, 
and ſpurs it on in its own courſe, 'tis then Down-bil all the 
way, and 'tis hurried along impetuouſly, carrying all before 
it. Now what will not Ten thouſand Prlpits, open every Week, 
do in this Caſe? What Lives ſo Holy, what Dottrin ſo Divine, 
what Wrirings ſo Orthodox, as to ſtand this Teſt ? When the 
Buſineſs of wony Pulpiss is chiefly to make Exceptions, pick, 
Holes, Quarrel, Ridjenle : and the more excellert they are at 
this Work, the more they gain upon their Audirory, the more 
they ſecure their own Intereſt, and prepare themſelves for 
Honors and Preferments. A little Stock of Confideration 
will convince a Man, how much may be done by this kind of 
Repreſeming : ſince whoſoever will but take the pains to view 
the admirable Effects of it, may be ſktisf'd, that there has not 
been aty one thing fo Sacred, no ſo Fandamental, no Ob- 
ligation ſo Indiſpenſable, but what has vitely trampled on, 
_—_ under the blackeſt Colours of je and trreli- 
giow. "Tis well known, how even Innocence it felt heretofore 
appears defil'd in2 Saſanna, by the wicked Contrivanee of the 
Eldevs : How the Lambof God onr Bleſſed Redeemer was ex- 
pos'd nnder the ches of a Deceiver and Seditiow : How 


the Apoſeles and Primitive Chriſtians were made Odjom by the 


malicious Policy of the Prieſts of the Jews and the 


From whence 'tis certain, there's no Chriſtianity, no Piety, no. 


Perfeftion, whether in DoCtrin or Practice, but what may be 

vilif'd and made contemptible by this Art of Deceivers, 
Since therefore, as *ris evident, the beſt of things may be 
thus diffuis'd by Adverſaries, and made quitedifferent 
from what they are in themſc which 1 call Afiſrepreſent- 
wy ; and this, we ſay, is the Cafe and the Papiſes; For 
the clearing of this Point, I appeal from the Charadters of 
Proteſtam ries; to the very Zivesr of Papſts them- 
ſelves.

The Preacher declar'd, that in the Church of Rome they 
have Fanatics too; but they take careto ſhut rhem up in Con- 
vents, By what is already ſaid, the- Reader may perceive, 
that ſuch as are in Converts in the Church of Rome, are Men, 
who embracing a Retir'd Life, dedicate themſelves to the 
Service of God, in Praying, Faſting, Mortifcation, and the 
other Exerciſes of a Pious Chriſtian, ſome according tothe In- 
ſtitution of S. Benedi#, others of $. Francis, others of S. Do- 
minic, &c. which however different in the Prattice of a Re- 
ligious Life, yet are all in perfet Obedience to the ſame 
C Authority, and of the ſame Belief z, as may be ſeen here 
in England, where there are Monks of S. Benedi#'s Order, 
Friers of S. Francis, &c. and yet Theſe are fo far from making 
any Diviſions in the Church, of which they are Members, that 
they all acknowledge one and the ſame, as their Common XMo- 
ther, and are only as different Parts, not dividing, but makj 
#p the Whole. This may be ſeen in Queen Dowager's Chap- 
pel at Somerſer-bouſe, in which Officiate Monks, Friars, Do» 
mINICans, Joon and Clergy, that is, ſo many different Orders 
of Men, yet without any difference in Religion, or diſa- 
greement in Faith, Now how unlike is this, to what the 
Preacher delivers!

How Chriſt's Body may be Rgally preſent in this Sacrament, and 
yet his Body not Keally broken there, nor his Blood attually ſpile : 
ſince 'tis not Preſent there Corporeally, but Sacramentally only ; 
which manner of Preſence is no more conliſtent with real Break- 
ing or Spilling, than are Spirits, or the Glorified Bodies of the 
Bleſſed, which tho' real and ſubſtantial Bodies ſtill, are not with- 
ſtanding not at all ſuſceptible of thoſe Corporeal Accidents, 
But however this may be obvious to any uabials'd Judgment ;

5. where he 
teaches them to Bring into captivity every Thought ro the Obedi- 
ence of Chriſt. This captivity of our Underſtanding to Chriſt, 
and to the- Myſreries he taught, is an improving, and illumi- 
nating the Underſtanding, 7 oo} i our, And if it be 
upon this ſcore, he lays this vponW,let him but take 
2 Jew along with him, and, upon the ſame ground, he'll ſee 
as much done for S. Paul. "Tis our comfort ſtill, that in. all 
things touching Faith, we have God and his Holy Spirit affiſt- 
ing in his Catbolic Church to direCt us : while we ſubmit to 
this, we go ſafe and Rationally, and being taught to under- 
ſtand all thus propos'd to the beſt of our Capacity, there's no 
danger of our Underſtanding being put out, | 

2. Popery tears ont the Hearts of all others (out of her Com- 
munion ; ) whom ſhe cannot deceive, ſhe will deſtroy. 

This is falſe too, ſince tho' Catholics are bid to goand Teach 
all Natjons, as Chriſt commanded his Apoſt conſequent- 
ly their Succeſſors the Paſtors of his Church, to the endof the 
World ; yet where Men are ſo obſtinare, as to rejeft all In- 
ſtruCtions, they are tavght to go elſewhere, and only to picy 
and prey for ſich blind Souls, but not to deſtroy them. "Tis true, 
in the Catholic Church care is taken, to preſerve all ſuch as are 
her Members, firm in her Communion ; and there are not 
wanting Threats to keep the Inconſtamt from being Miſled into 
Error z, as likewiſe na non to reduce ſuch as leave her, 
and blindly run after Falſe Gzides. And if for this reaſon ſhe 
muſt be ſaid to rear out their Hearts, and _ ſuch as ſhe can- 
not decerve : what is to be the Charafter of this Preacher's 


Church, which, by conſent of Biſbops, is fenc'd with ſuch Laws, 
as puniſhes with Loſs of Goods, Impriſonment, and Death, nes

ſee likewiſe and read in the Holy Scripture. So that if we fol- 
low our Ears and our Eye: direfted by the Word of God, we 
are bound to believe this Myſtery, and conſequently do not 
renounce all Five at once. And thus, whilſt we let both our 
Senſes and Reaſon be immediately direfted by God's Word, 
which'is Infalible, we more Reverence the Scriptures, and Be- 
lieve upon better Grounds, than Proteſtants, who let Natural 
Objeit:, ever about Myſteries of their Faith, have the direftion 
of their Senſes, in which they are fo often deceiv'd, rather 
than the Word of God, which cannot deceive them. We ac- 
knowledge, thatto frame a Judgment of the Nature or Subſtance 
of a thing, we muſt d upon the Information of Senſe, 
and that the Common and Natural way, is to Judge according 
tothe Relation the Senſes give, from the External and Nata- 
ral. Accidents of the thing. Burt if we deſire to frame a True 
Judgment, of what is the Nature and Subſtance of ſuch an 
Object, not according to a Natxral Being, but according to 
the Divine Power, and what it may have of Supernatural ; the 
Senſes ought not to be laid aſide, but we mult conſider here 
too the Information Theſe give, not now from the Natural, 
eAccidents, but from the Word of God, and the Divine Reve- 
lation; for tho' the Natural Subſtance of the thing be connetted 
with, and beſt known by its Natural Lualities, yet a Superna- 
txral Being not ſo ; and therefore This is better known from 
what the Senſes tell us from God's Word, and Divine Revelation, 
than from the External Accidents and Natural Qualities of the 
thing. I illuſtrate this by an Inſtance in another matter: If I 
have a Preſent ſent mein a Letter by a Friend, and 1 intend 
to make a Judgment of the Trae Nature of it, and What it « 
I cannot do this without the aſſiſtance of my Senſes. But then 
Theſe may inform me Two ways ; cither by Looking upon the

rance. Now in which Judgment of thefe ooght 1 in Prudence 
fically to acquieſe ? Certainly in this laſt. And yet in fo 
doing, I I ſhould not renounce all my Five Senſes at once. 
No, even in this Jud too [ upon my 
Senſes, And if in ſuch a Caſe-as this I prudently form my 
Fadgment, from the Account my Senſes give me of ſach Mens 
Authority and Knowledye, rather than my own, becauſe 
the Nature of the Thing before me, conſiſts in ſomerhing a- 
bove my Skill : Certainly, when the Queſtion is, What « the 
Subſtance or Eſſence of a thing, not Natural, but Reveal'd to be 
Miraculow, and according to the Divine Power and Ordinance ? 
the Safeſt Judgment ought to be fram'd, not from what'my, 
Senſes tell me of the Natural Accidents, but; from what They 
tell me of God's Word, and the Divine Aſſurance ;, becauſe, 
as Dr. Skelc ops, (Prefers. again Pop. 25.) We may ree- 
ſonably conclude, that tw the Reaſons and Nature of 
things, better than we, Since therefore my Senſes allure me 
from Scriptare and the Paſtor's of God's Church, that the $«- 
crameut is Chriſt's Body : 1 am bound in Reaſon to'Judge, it 
1: ſo; rather than from the Natural Accidems, to Judge it to 
be Bread. So that in thus Believing this Myſtery, wedo not 
Renounce, but Follow our Senſes.
